changed with countries of the Universal 
Postal Union, are entitled to transmission 
in the mails for Great Britain or Germany 
at the reduced rate applicable to printed 
matter, provided they do not exceed in size 
either two feet in length by one foot in 
width or depth, or eighteen inches in any 
direction, or, if in rolls, the dimensions

The United States steamer Sw ataram et 
the Charleston near the heads and sainted 
her, as did the forts, afterward accompany­ 
ing the Charleston to her mooriDgs.

The officers of the Charleston reported a 
good trip from Honolulu until Tuesday, 
when a gale, which has raged along the 
coast, was encountered. 
Colonel McFariane, chamberlain to King 
Kalakana, stated that the King visited Cali­ 
fornia for the benefit of his health and eye­ 
sight, which were somewhat impaired. 
The King would probably remain in Cali­ 
fornia five or six weeks, and duriDg that 
period he would visit the southern part of 
the State, bnt not go East. 
King Kalakaua left the Charleston in the 
Admiral’s barge late this afternoon, and a 
few minutes later arrived at the Clay-street 
wharf. The Charleston and Swatara again 
firtd a royal salute as the King left the 
ship. Upon arriving at the w hsrf he was 
received by General Gibbon, commanding 
the Division of the Pacific, and Consul- 
General McKinley of Hawaii. A battalion 
of LTnited States cavalry was drawn up in 
line facing the wharf. Great crowds of 
people Bnrrounded the landing-place, and 
as the King left the barge he bowed right 
and left in acknowledgment of the cheers 
which were given by the spectators. 
King K alakaua immediately entered a 
carriage, drawn by four horse?, and was 
driven to to the Palace Hotel, where a re­ 
ception was given him, which was attended 
by Governor YYaterman, Mayor Pond, rep­ 
resentatives of the commercial organiza­ 
tions, and a num ber of prom inent citizens.

Attorney George Turner, a prom inent 
politician, retorted that it might have been 
better for the city if the whole municipal 
government had been in the penitentiary 
for the past two years. 
After Court adjourned, and while the 
men were leaving the room. Mayor Clough 
approached Turner and said that his re­ 
marks were uncalled for, and that his law 
firm had been mixed np iu every dirty case 
with the city. Turner struck at Clongh. 
Some say the Mayor was knocked down, 
others that he dodged the blow and fell 
over a chair. Turner jum ped ou the pros­ 
trated man. 
Thereupon attorney Quinn 
sought to pull him c-fl. 
Frank Graves, 
Turner's former law partner, then jumped 
on Quinn. The Sheriff, deputies and Con­ 
stables rushed in. The Judge pounded on 
the bar and called for oraer, and confusion 
general reigned. Finally the combatants 
were separated, and it was found that no­ 
body was hart. 
Turner served as United States Marshal 
in Alabama under fre Grant A dm inistra­ 
tion, and was one of the 306 who supported 
Grant in the Chicago Convention.

At the Cabinet meeting held this after­ 
noon Pacheco’s selection was announced, 
and as no objections were raised by any of 
the Cabinet it was agreed to make the ap­ 
pointment at once. 
It was expected that 
this would be done this afternoon, but it 
was too late to send the name to the Senate 
when the Cabinet meeting broke up.

row. 
The correspondent of the California As­ 
sociated Press has another good piece of 
news to-night. 
There has been a good 
deal of speculation rife of late as to which 
Representative Morrow had h ¡3 eye on.

W a s h in g t o n , December 4’h.—Attorney- 
General Miller, in his annual report, says 
that vigilant efforts have been made to en­ 
force legislation excluding Chinese im m i­ 
gration. By the co-operation of the Treas­ 
ury Department, it is believed that most of 
the attempts to cross the border have been 
frustrated, as have the attempts to bring 
Chinese directly through the ports of the 
United States upon the Pacific coast. 
In regard to the re-organization of the 
judiciary, it is earnestly hoped that the 
legislation now far advanced will not be 
permitted to fail. 
In regard to the difficulty of enforcing 
the iaw, the Attorney-General says the en­ 
forcement of iuternal revenue laws aud the 
United Stales election laws is particularly 
resisted. Several assassinations of officers 
and witnesses, with the purpose of imped­ 
ing the execution of the laws and orders 
of the United Slates, occurred during the 
past year. 
W ithin the past ten days a 
Deputy Marshal attempting to serve a 
warrant for the arrest of a man for viola­ 
tion of the postal laws was shot and in ­ 
stantly killed by the man sought to be 
arrested, and at the preliminary examina­ 
tion before a magistrate of the State the 
prisoner was promptly discharged. 
It is certainly an anomaly in government 
that those who have committed murders 
for the purpose of stopping prosecution in 
Federal Courts should not only not be pun­ 
ished, but not even be put upon trial iu 
Courts.

W a s h i n g t o n , December 4th.—Secretary 
Noble has been paying considerable atten­ 
tion lately to the subject of attorneys’ fees 
in pension cases, and ¡9 formulating a plan 
by which claimants for pensions not repre­ 
sented by attorneys may be placed upon 
tbe same footing as those who are. 
In speaking to-day of attorneys' fees, 
Secretary Noble exprifeed him self with j 
some warmth. The Pension Bureau, he 
said, is now issuing between 14,000 and 
15,000 certificates a week. 
This means 
that the attorneys are receiving every week 
out of the moneys appropriated to relieve 
the necessities of old soldiers an am ount 
estimated at between $150,000 and $175,000. 
A large num ber of cases were adjusted 
under the old law, which allowed a fee of 
$25. The new iaw allows but $10, but 
even at tbis rate the attorneys would real­ 
ize $150,000 a week. 
“1 look over the lists of attorneys," added 
the Secretary, “and find many of them are

After a lengthy debate on the Indian question 
the joint resolution was am ended so as to appiy 
to the States of North and South Dakota, Wyo­ 
m ing and Nebraska, and passed. 
Morgan introduced a joint ro-olution, which 
went over until to-morrow, uuptopnatiug 85,010 
lor an investigation, under orders of the Senate, 
as 10 the causes of the trouble amoug the In­ 
dians. 
The elections bill was then taken up and 
Pugh Redressed the Senate iu opposition to it. 
Tbe bill, he said, was never intended to he put 
into operation in Republican districts. It was 
founded on one propositiou, and th at was that 
the State election officers n ig h t be watched, 
guarded and

Democrats. The whole conception of the bill 
was a transparent and audacious scheme, h a r ­ 
ing no other end or purpose than the capture of 
Democratic districts, and their transler to the 
Republican party in Congress, to be used in per­ 
petuating its suprem acy in defiance of the 
will of the people.

Morrow explained thnt the bill appropriated 
for the paym ent of oensions, $133.173,CO*, to be 
distributed among 654,715 pensioners. 7 his was 
the largest num ber of beneficiaries ever pro­ 
vided for in any siDgle item iu the statutes of 
tbe United States. It was estim ated that the 
gross cost to the United States of these pensions 
lor the year 1892 would average $21)3 40 each. 
H e belived there w ould be no deficiency next 
year. 
Cooper of Indiana got the floor an 1 reviewed 
all of the charges m ade agaiust Commissioner 
of Pensions Raum, which formed the basis of 
investigation last teis'on, end asserted th at they 
bad all been proved. 
The I’ension Bureau 
should be presioed over by a m an above criti­ 
cism and above reproach. 
During the la»t 
cam paign the Commissioner had gone to Indi­ 
ana and had invaded his (Cooper's) district. 
The Commissioner’s onlv exense was that he 
m ight defeat Cooper's election. 
The Com- 
m i-sioner had gone to Indiana to proitiiute his 
high office for partisan ends. He (’’ocper) had 
great veneration L r the Pension Bureau, and 
protested th at the Institution should not be­ 
come a spawning place for corporations or a 
stall for tbe sale of patent rights, nor should it 
be presided over by a "m oribund and m alodor­ 
ous politician,” likened by a Republican paper 
to a "bail egg.” 
Sawyer of N9W Y'ork was surprised 
that 
Cooper should m ake his gpeech at this tim e, 
before the case closed. Cooper had said the 
com m ittee had abandoned any further investi­ 
gation; but it had been a clear understanding 
th at the com m ittee should hear further testi­ 
m ony tbis session. Sawyer further denied th at 
the charges against Raum had been proved. 
After further debate, the com m ittee rose and 
the House adjourned.

On the contrary, the reso­ 
lution was in support of P arnell 
The Nationalists met at noon to further 
consider the question of ParneHV leader­ 
ship. All the Irish members in London 
were in attendance-. Parnell occupied the 
etair. 
After the meeting had been called to 
order one of tne members read the utani- 
.esto issued yesterday by tbe Catholic 
Hierarchy in Ireland, declaring that in 
consequence of the revelations of the O'Shea 
divorce case, which convict Parnell of one 
Oi the gravest offenses known to religion 
aud society, the Catholics of Ireland can­ 
not accept as their leader a man wholly 
dis-ionored, and ibat the continuance of 
bts ieauershtp would imperil the cause of 
Ireland. 
The reading of the manifesto was greeted 
with cheering by Parnell’s opponents. 
ClaDcy offered lits amendment which 
provided that in view of the difference be­ 
tween Gladstone and Parnell, the party

THE 
DRAINAGE 
CANAL 
AGAIN. 
NUISANCE 


D ie County Supervisors have passed a 
resolution inviting the City Trustees to 
send a committee to confer with a commit­ 
tee from the Board of Supervisors to arrive 
at some plan for improving the dainage 
canal and abating its present offensive 
character. 
So far as conference is concerned there 
- is nothing objectionable in that. 
But any 
idea of molding that conference to the 
scheme of patching up and cleaning out 
the drainage canal and leaving it upon its 
present levels will be absurd and down­ 
right stupidity. 
There is not an owner of 
private property in the State with so little 
sense, if he had such a ditch upon his 
land, as to attem pt to “improve it.” 
He 
would abate the nuisance at once, and 
search out some other agency for disposing 
of the sewerage and the drainage waters of 
his land. 
W hy should m unicipalities be less wise 
th a n individuals? 
The situation is a 
simple one. 
W e have a drainage canal 
twenty-one miles long, not cut through to 
tide-water, however, at the farther end, 
the exit of which, if it were cut through, 
would be at mean tide higher than the 
point at which we empty the city’s drain­ 
age into it. 
It cannot be sunk deeper, for 
its line is through tile lowest possible 
levels of the bottom and swamp lands. 
Practically, then, the effort to make the 
canal carry the drainage is to attem pt to 
make water run up hill. 
A new scheme) 
however, is to “cover part of the canal,” 
as if that would preveut it giving off 
foul vapors and poisonous gases, or increase 
its carrying capacity. 
To cover it would 
be an e x c e lle n t scheme for throwing 
plenty of city and county money into the 
canal, but it would not serve as either a 
deodorizer or to give the stagnant waters 
motion seaward. 
There are but two plans in the present 
worthy of any consideration whatever, re­ 
lating to the discharge of drainage and 
sewerage. 
One is to build a flume from Y 
street to tide-water—an open, elevated 
flume or any other kind that will give the 
fluids rapid motion toward tide-water. 
T his motion in itself is a powerful purify­ 
ing 
agency, as it 
reduces 
oxidation. 
T his plan, it can be proven, will cost less 
than to cover or attem pt to dig out the 
canal, and this, including in the estimate 
the cost 
of lifting pumps. 
The city 
has been offered already pumping m achin­ 
ery sufficient to lift the drainage to a new 
elevation, for tiie saving in the C03t of the 


Park is about seven miles from the lake- 
front site, but the Illinois Central Rail- 
rdid takes people out there in a very few 
minutes. 
Responding to an interview, Mr. 
De Young says: “California is taking 
great interest in the fair. The State Legis­ 
lature, at its next session, will probably 
appropriate £750,000 for the State’s part 
in the display.” 
Now the interest which California has 
taken in this m atter up to this time was 
upon the theory that it would be enabled, 
in a building erected by itself, to make a 
display of its entire products.

people of this State have taken will be 
measurably if not wholly impaired. 
The 
Slate Legislature will not

£750,000 for any such display. To do so 
would lie to commit an act of “boodle.” 
The Republican party, victorious in the 
last campaign, achieved th at victory by a 
distinct pledge to the people of the Slate 
that the rate of State taxation should not, 
under its administration, exceed 50 ceDts 
on the dollar. 
It will make an exceed­ 
ingly bad beginning if it appropriates 
£750,000 for submerging the products of 
California in a wilderness of competition. 
The people who will have prospectively 
the pleasure of disbursing this three- 
quarters of a million will find it much 
easier to blow about it than obtain it. 
There is a commendable State patriotism 
which seeks to avail itself of every oppor­ 
tunity fur extending a knowledge cf the 
vast resources of this State. 
There are people to say, whenever a 
foolish and extravagant tl.ing is proposed, 
that objection may hurt the State. 
There 
is at the same time a strong element of 
common sense which is not in the least 
afraid of being charged with unpatriotic 
sentiment by opposing a silly expenditure 
of money. 
And the expenditure of £750,­ 
000 of the State’s money to make a dis­ 
play, divided into twelve departments, 
will he an imbecility oi which this State 
will not be guilty. 
The Executive Com­ 
mittee of the State W orld’s Fair Associa­ 
tion have decided to ask for an appropria­ 
tion of £300,000. 
The committee having 
in charge the drafting of the bills reported 
in favor of £250,000. 
After thorough con­ 
sideration of the m atter, £300,000 was 
agreed upon as a judicious sum. 
That 
amount is 
ample for 
all 
the 
legiti­ 
mate purposes any commission can have 
in the premises. 
Our confidence in the 
honesty of the incoming adm inistraron 
leads to the prediction that £750,000 can 
not be purloined from the Treasury under 
any pretext of advertising the resources of 
the State.

That much has been gained by the step 
taken is certainly true, and that it will 
lead on to larger and better steps in the 
near future is not to be doubted. 
The

ATTORNEY JOHNSON PROMISES SOKE 
SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY. 


He Oilers to Prove a Conspiracy by the 
E lder M euke to Have Glacketi 
K illed Oil'. 


The preliminary examination of John 
J. Glacken and Charlea Fisher, charged 
with the murder of Tony Menke some 
weeks ago. was commenced yesterday be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace Devine. 
The examination was set for 10 a. m., 
but at that time Fisher had not put in an 
appearance, so the case was continued 
uittil the afternoon. 
Before the recess was taken, however, 
attorney Grove L. Johnson who, with his 
sons, represent Glacken and Fisher, re­ 
quested the Court to instruct the eider 
Menke and the iatter’s eons not to bring 
weapons into Court. 
He said be was 
aware of the feeling that existed between 
the Menkes and Glacken, and he consid­ 
ered it judicious to have them disarmed. 
Assistant District Attorney A J. Bruner, 
who represented the prosecution, replied 
by asking that similar insiruc.ions he 
given to Glacken and Fisher. 
The eider Menke assured the Court that 
neither he nor his sons were armed, ami 
that they did not intend to bring weapons 
into Court. 
Glacken also stated that he carried no 
weapon. 
Judge Devine instructed all parties—ail 
of the witnesses, and, in fact, everybody in 
the Court room—not to carry weapons dur­ 
ing the triai. The Judge warned all pres­ 
ent that if he discovered that aDy oi them 
had violated his order he would deal se­ 
verely with them. 
The first witness called iu the afternoon 
was County Physician White, who made 
the autopsy on the body of Antone Menke. 
He explained the nature of the wounds on 
deceased’s tody, and said that one of them 
was necessarily fatal, and would, ordi­ 
narily, cause death in a few minutes. 
Mr. Johnson asked witness whether a 
person wounded as was deceased would be 
able to maintain a scuffle for some time. 
Mr. Bruner objected to a hypothetical 
question at that time, and the objection 
was sustained. 
Dr. J. ri. Parkinson was then examined 
as to the character of the wound received 
by Glacken, the main object being to de­ 
termine the direction taken by the bullet. 
The witness wes present when Glacken’3 
wound was dressed, and thought that the 
point in the back, where the bullet entered, 
was nearly ten inches below where it was 
extracted. 
A. Menke, father of deceased, was the 
next witness. On the morning of the 
shooting Glacken approached witness, near 
the latter s place, and asked if they could 
not settle their troubles peaceably. Wit­ 
ness replied that they could, and a conver­ 
sation then ensued regarding the terms of 
settlement. They differed as to a proper 
division of Giacken’s hop crop, ot which 
witness claimed one-third. Angry words 
ensued and Glacken challenged witness to 
fight. Witness’ son Antone said to Glacken 
that if there was to be any fighting he 
would represent his father. Then Glacken 
called to some men in his employ to come 
and l-do up” the witness. Members of 
witness' family and hired men then assem­ 
bled on th- scene, and hostilities were pre­ 
vented. Witness saw Glacken go to a 
wagon and put into his pocket what 
seemed to be a pistol. 
Witness referred to a threat alleged to 
have been made by Glacken against de­ 
ceased and other members of witness’ 
family, to which Mr. Johnson objected. 
Mr. Bruner argued the point, and the 
Court permitted witness to state what 
threats were made. 
It developed that the ‘'threats” consisted 
of defendant, Glacken, sending his little 
boy to witness' house about 9 o’clock at 
night to tell the latter that his father 
wanted him to come over, that he wished 
to settle with the old Dutch 
. The boy 
said that his father was pacing the floor, 
with money in one hand and a pistol in 
the other and was greatly excited. 
Mr. Johnson cross examined the witness 
with a view to determine the fact, as he 
claimed, that Menke was not of sufficiently 
sound mind to have a clear remembrance 
of dates and facts. 
The prosecution objected, and the objec­ 
tion was sustained, on the ground that the 
alleged fact should be proven by testimony 
other than that of the witness himself. 
Witness admitted ou cross-examination 
that on the morning of the trouble alluded 
to, he had called Glacken a “red-headed 
-------------------.” He would not deny that 
he applied the epithet to Glacken before 
the latter called him a similar name. He 
denied that on that day he gave a pistol to 
his sou, the deceased, or that he knew he 
had one. 
Mr. Johnson wished to prove by the wit­ 
ness that on ths day after the shoot'ng he 
drew a pistol and shot at Glacken after the 
latter had bten wounded. 
Mr. Bruner interposed the objection that 
the witness could not be forced to testify to 
anything that might tend to criminate him- 
aelf, and the objection was sustained. 
Mr. Johnson said that if Menke had a 
right to refuse to aD6wer the question put 
to him he had the same right to refuse—on 
the same ground—to aDswer any of the 
questions the defense might ask him. The 
defense expected to prove before this case 
should be finished, that Meuke was at the 
bottom of a conspiracy to murder Glacken; 
that he had offered money, even as much 
as $20,000, to have Glacken murdered; that 
he had advised his own son to do it, and 
that he had employed a Chinaman to per­ 
jure himself ar.d tell a story of the shoot­ 
ing atlray that placed Glacken in a false 
light. They would develop enough on 
their examination to warrant the arrest and 
prosecution of the witness on charges 
growing out of the matters referred to. 
Mr. Bruner said he did not wish to be 
objecting to all the questions that mieht be 
asked, and wished the Conn to instruct 
the witness that he need not make any 
answer that might criminate himself. Un­ 
der this instruction the witness refused to 
answer several questions. 
Mr. Johnson then asked witness if he 
told Yee Bien, a Chinaman, that men must 
be got to say that they saw Glacken shoot 
first at Tony Menke and then pul; him out 
of the cart. He admitted that he bad sent 
Chinamen to O'Brien’s ranch to see what 
testimony could be given by Chinamen 
who saw the shooting. 
Witness denied that his son George said 
to him. at the time the body of deceased 
was being removed, "Father, for God’s 
sake have some sense ; this is all your do­ 
ings!” 
Cv 
Isabel McTavert, who wrs employed at 
Menke’s place, was examined regarding 
th6 trouble between the Menkes and 
Glacken on the morning of the day the 
shooting occurred. She testified that she 
heard Glacken call Menke “A Dutch------- 
—,” and say to his men, “Come on, boys, 
we’ll fight them !” Her story of the diffi­ 
culty did not differ materially from that of 
Menke. 
F. W. Menke was next called. He also 
related what had occurred on the morning 
preceding the shooting. His story was 
about the same as that gi ven by his father. 
The examination will be resumed this 
morning, and will probably consume the 
rest cf the week.

COMMUTED. 
Sentence Reduced to One of 
Sixteen Tears. 
Governor Waterman yesterday com­ 
muted the sentence of George L. Gaunce 
from life imprisonment to sixteen years. 
Gaunce was convicted of murder in Sonc- 
ma county in December. 1880. In grant­ 
ing the commutation the Governor says : 
“Gaunce has now been confined for a 
period of ten years, and during al! that 
time has been an obedient and faithful 
prisoner, often rendering valuable service 
to the State and at all times endeavoring 
to deserve the good will and commenda­ 
tion of the prison officials. I am in re­ 
ceipt of appeals from many of his friends, 
residents of Oakland and Marin county, 
prominent citizens in all the walks of life, 
who represent to me that Gaunce was at 
all times a steady, industrious aud reliable 
man, and his well-established character 
prior to this trouble seems utterly and en­ 
tirely at variance with the crime for which 
he now suffers punishment. 
“I am urged to shorten his term of im­ 
prisonment in order that he may soon be 
released and given an opportunely to re­ 
deem the past. An excellent stuation 
awaits him as soon as he is free, and I am 
constrained to grant the appeal, believing 
that if restored to liberty he will again be­ 
come a useful and law abiding citizen. 
“His petition is signed by the twelve 
jurors who tried the case; by T. G. Harri­ 
son, J. T. Carothers, D. C. Brown, A. W. 
Bishop, O. C. Kirk and J. H. Pierce, mem­ 
bers of the City Council of Oakland; James 
Tunsiead, ex-Sheriff of Marin county; E.

READY FOR THE SNOW. 
The Snow-Plows are on the M ountains, 
and Prepared for Em ergencies. 
The snow-storm on the “hill” for the 
past few days did not cause the detention 
of any of the local or overland trains, and 
the railroad cfficials are confident that, 
with the rotary and common plows, they 
can successfully battle with the snow this 
year, if the fall should not exceed that of 
last winter, when the track on both moun­ 
tain divisions was blockaded by immense 
banks of snow and landslides. 
The first fall is always easily handled, 
but when the push-plows, by constant 
work, begin to bank the snow on both 
sides of the track, aud finally run into cuts 
where there is no room on one side or the 
other in which to store the snow, the 
trouble begins and the rotary and cyclone 
plows are the only successful resort. The 
fall on the Sierra Nevadas so far has been 
but a couple of feet, and by means of a 
small headlight plow which is fastened^ 
the front of an engine, trains have been 
able to move on time. 
One of the rotary plows is at Alta in 
readiness to do service, and another is 
stationed at Truckee. The snowfall be­ 
tween these two stations is the heaviest 
and caused all of the deby last winter.

LEPARTURE OF SEVEN COMPANIES OF 
THE FIRST INFANTRY. 


Boys In Blue W ho Are Anxioas to Meet 
the Ked^kins aud Avenge Cus­ 
te r’s D eath. 


Companies A, B, C, D, E, G and H, First 
Infantry Regiment of the regular army, 
Colonel Shafter commanding, arrived in 
this city by special train yesterday after­ 
noon at 2:30 o’clock, on their way to the 
scene of the Indian uprising iu the North­ 
west. The troops are from the Presidio 
and Angei Island barracks, and comprise 
ali the companies iu the First Infantry 
Regiment, except Company F, which is at 
Fort Gaston, on the Indian reservation in 
tne northern part of the State. 
The command numbered 300 men and 
twenty officers, with every man equipped 
for field duty. The men were a ruddy- 
lookiDg set. apparently able to withstand 
a hard campaign. 
Before the train arrived here a number 
of offices of the National Guard in this city 
assembled at the depot to welcome the 
regulars and wish them good luck on their 
expedition. The train consisted cf three 
baggage cars, for^ the ammunition and 
equipments, eleve"h second clas3 sleeping 
coaches for the men, and a Pullman palace 
sleeper for the officers. 
After wailing at the depot for about half 
an hour the train pulled out, amid the 
cheers of the crowd. 
Uncle John Douglass was busilv en­ 
gaged, while the troops stopped here, in 
giving the men pointers about fighting, 
and describing the meaning of the various 
“whoops'' and war cries of the savages. He 
suggested that every man have his hair 
dipped close, so that no opportunities be 
cffertd the redskins for scalping. 
The troops are destined for Cheyenne, 
which they expect to reach next Saturday. 
Iu case they are needed to go into the 
mountains they will proceed to Omaha, and 
there be mounted for cavalry service. 
The men ail seemed to realize that the 
work before them is likely to be of the 
greatest possible danger—that if an Indian 
uprising should occur there will be fighting 
todo, and plenty of it—aud yet everyone 
of them is determined to do his duty w.th­ 
ou'. flinching. They are even eager’for the 
fray. Most of them are young men. who 
look as if they would not only be aide to 
endure the hardships of a wiu'er Indian 
campaign, but when it comes to fighting 
they will give good accounts of themselves. 
Everybody hopes that the present scare 
will pass away, and that the half-crazed 
savages will regain their reason before any 
overt act is committed that will require the 
troops to turn loose their weapons; but if 
the war does come, it should be sharp and 
decisive, and the Indians be made to real­ 
ize that Uncle Sam will not put up with 
any of their nonsense. In the event of an 
outbreak there is every reason to believe 
the soldiers will be equal to the emerg­ 
ency. 
Ever since the memorable day when 
Sitting Bull's warriors ambushed and mas­ 
sacred General Custer aud his little band of 
brave soldiers, the boys in blue have 
wished for an opportunity to meet the same 
red.devils oa something like even terms, 
that they might avenge the deaths of their 
comrades-in-arms. The situation is such 
as to warrant the fear that the clash will 
come.

A Favored Spot In Arizona W here Many 
Sacram entan* Have Interests. 
As long ago as 1885 a number of Sacra­ 
mento people took up a large quantity of 
desert lands cn the Gila river bottoms, in 
Yuma county, Arizona. The principal ob­ 
ject in securing land so far away from 
home was the growing of fruit, proof hav­ 
ing been offered of its maturity fully a 
month ahead of the earliest localities of 
this State. A canal twenty miles long, 
with a carrying capacity of 10,000 inches, 
was commenced, and its completion was 
expected before the three years allowed for 
reclamation had expired, but a lack of cap­ 
ital prevented. 
When the time for proving up came 
around there was no water for irrigation, 
and the original filers were compelled to 
relinquish their claims to others, who in 
some instances paid a good figure for the 
privilege. 
The three years which had 
elapsed had developed further proofs of the 
ultimate value of the property, and the 
changes in ownership was confined wholly 
to Sacramento people, or those near it. 
After the filings of the second parties 
had been accepted in the District Land 
Office, it was discovered that a clause in the 
arid land bill, passed two months previous, 
reserved all these lands from entry except 
by a proclamation of the President, and 
then only through the Homestead Act.

T rain D erailed N ear M arysville. 
The northbound Oregon express train 
struck a misplaced switch near Marysville 
early yesterday morniDg, and the engine 
and tender ran off the track aud sank 
deeply in the mud. The wrecking train 
crew was seqt up from this city to replace 
the engine on the rails, and found a very 
difficult job before them. A temporary 
track had to be laid around the derailed 
engine, and it was nearly noon yesterday 
before the work was completed. 
The southbound Oregon express, due 
here at 5:55 a. m., did not reach this city 
until after 1 o’clock, and the incoming local 
from Red Bluff was also delayed about 
three hours.

Caused by a Broken Rail. 
A dispatch from Vacaville states that 
the south-bound train was derailed yester­ 
day morning at a point about seven miles 
north of there and one mile south of 
Wolfskill's ranch, by the engine breaking 
a rail. The track was torn up for a dis­ 
tance of about two hundred yards. The 
baggage car was badly damaged and w as 
lying in the ditch with the forward truck 
completely off. The passenger coach was 
not badly damaged. The passengers were 
uninjured and were brought down oa the 
engine and sent to Elmira in a box car. 
Signal Service W eather Notes. 
The Signal Service reports yesterday 
show a slow but steadily rising barometer. 
There were 2 50 inches of rain during 
the late storm, making 3.30 inches for this 
season, as against a little over 10 inches to 
a corresponding date last year. 
The highest and lowest temperature yes­ 
terday was 60° and 47°, as against 50° and 
48° on the same date last year. 
The highest and lowest one year ago to­ 
day was 52° and 48°. The rainfall one 
year ago yesterday was .27 of an inch, and 
one year ago to-dav .78 of an inch. 
Mrs. Miller Once More. 
Mrs. Miller, an intolerable nuisance to 
every neighborhood in which she locates, 
was to have received her sentence yester­ 
day in the Police Court, having been con­ 
victed of disturbing the peace several days 
ago. She did not appear, and Jndge Buck­ 
ley ordered an attachment issaed for her 
arrest, returnable to day.

She was a 
disturber to every quiet community and 
not a fit mother to care for her children. 


NOVEMBER WEATHER. 
Monthly Report cf Lieutenaut Finley, of 
the Signal Service Corps. 
Lieutenant John P. Finley, in charge of 
the Division of the Pacific of the Signal 
Service, has the following to say of No­ 
vember weather: 
The most remarkable feature of the 
weather for the month is the extraordinary 
deficiency of rainfall. It is a deficiency 
which affects the entire Pacific coast from 
Mexico to British Columbia. The proxi­ 
mate cause for this deficiency is found in 
the high latitude of the easterly movement 
of cyclonic areas from the Pacific ocean. 
In spite of the fact that there were a large 
number of these areas, only one of them 
passed south of the northern boundary of 
the b nittd States. This area gave rise to a 
peculiar secondary cyclonic effect which 
passed southward into Nevada and gave 
rise to the sudden and rather heavv raiu9 
in western Arizona and southern Califor­ 
nia. This secondary area was forced south­ 
ward by the rapid formation of a higu ba­ 
rometer in Washington and Oregon. A 
weather record for San Francisco, embrac­ 
ing a period of forty-two years, shows that 
never before in that time has the month of 
November been so deficient in rainfall. 
The smallest amounts previously re­ 
corded are 0 15 of an inch in 1862, 0 25 in 
1S70 and 0 26 in 1884. A chart with the 
storm tracks tor November, 1884, shows 
but three cyclonic areas, two of which 
passed eastward north of Washington aud 
the third through the northern portion of 
that S:a‘e. This slight deflection to the 
southward of these areas was sufficient to 
give California a few light showers. 
The cyclonic areas tor November, 1890, 
have been peculiar, not only for their 
high latitude, but also for their*rapidity of 
movement, which has tended to increase 
their number, that is unusually large for 
tbe month. This rapidity of ntovement 
also explains the large nunrber of days on 
which light showers fell in Washington 
and Oregon (nearly fwo-thirds of the 
month) and thesmall total of precipitation. 
The conditions for rainfall were no sooner 
formed thau a change in the cyclonic cir­ 
culation drove them away. 
It is not 
within the province of this review to dis­ 
cuss the question as to the cause of tbe ex­ 
treme northerly movement of the cyclonic 
ateas for this month. 
Rainfall—It is everywhere deficient aud 
the amount of such deficiency varies from 
O.tO inches at Keeler to 0 15 at Olympia. 
The deficiency increases in amount from 
south to north, and is especially remark­ 
able north of the 3Sih parallel. Rain fell on 
the following dates in Washington—5:Ii to 
11th. 13th, 14th, 17th, 18th, 221 to 24th. 26th 
to 28th. Oregon—5:h to 8th, 11th, 22J to 
27th. California—5th to 7th, 221 to 25th. 
Nevada—9;h. Arizona—6:h to 8th. The 
heaviest rainfalls in twenty-four hours were 
0 66 inches at Fort Canby on the 8ih, and 
0.56 inches at Sau Diego on the 7ih. A fall 
of 2 65 inches was reported from Globe, 
Arizona, on the 8:h. The heaviest monthly 
rainfalls were 0 70 inches at San Diego anil 
Olympia. 
The following stations report no rainfall: 
Walla Walla, Winnemucca, Red Bluff, Sac­ 
ramento and San Francisco. Snow is re­ 
ported as follows: Washington, 6:h, Whit­ 
man county; Oregon, 6tb, Harney county; 
California, 5th, Piornas, Yuba and Sierra 
countj.es, 2 to 24 inches; 6th, Ventura coun­ 
ty; Nevada, 6:h, 9; Arizona, 8.h, oa Pinal 
mountains. 
Local storms — Hail-storm at Belotta, 
Cab, Sth; thunder-storm at Quincy, Cab, 
8th; high “northers” occurred in Califor­ 
nia on the 11th and 12th during the preva­ 
lence of an area of extremely high barom­ 
eter in Northern Nevada, Idaho and Ore­ 
gon. The barometer during this time was 
from 0 40 to 0 60 of an inch above the 
normal. In some places the wind was re­ 
ported as reaching a velocity of over sixty 
miles per hour, causing damage to fences, 
trees and roofs of buildings. Floods were 
reported from Western Arizona on the 8th, 
causing high water in the Gila and Colo­ 
rado rivers. 
Temperature—It has been above the 
normal in all districts. The excess ranges 
from 3° at Olympia to 12° at Los Angeles. 
The highest temperature, 96°, occurred at 
Los Angeles on the 3d. The lowest, 10°, 
occurred at Winnemucca on the 13th.

both bodies were practically w orking on 
th e sam e line and they saw no reason why

Tbev asked for a C om m ittee of Confer­ 
ence to arrange for closer relations betw een 
th e c itizen s’ A lliance and the N ational 
A lliance. 
T h e request was granted, and a 
com m ittee appointed. 
D elegates from the New Y ork W orking­ 
m en’s Reform League and Anti-M oDopoly 
League, addressed th e Convention, saying, 
am ong o th er things, th at the m echanics 
an d laborers in th e cities were as m uch de­ 
pendent upon the industrial condition of 
th e country as the farm ers were, and 
should be eligible to m em bership in the 
A lliance. 
Coione! Livingston, in reply, said they 
w ould b ist keep their own separate organi­ 
zation, as at present, but should fraternize 
m ore closely and confer m ore frequently 
upon m easures of public 
policy. 
H e 
recom m ended co-operation and fraternity 
w ith other national bodies, but not a con­ 
solidation. 
In an interview w ith an Associated Press 
representative 
this 
afternoon, 
delegate 
Davis said the call for a national confer­ 
ence, to be held February 23d next, w ith a 
view to form ing a new party, had been 
draw n up. 
It indorses the A lliance plat­ 
form adopted at St. Louis, and invites all 
organizations in sym pathy to send dele­ 
gates to C incinnati 
It lays down four 
proposi'ions w ith reference to national re- 
torm s—finance, transportation, 
laud and 
labor. 
F u rth e r than this, its contents will 
not be m ade public. 
Davis thought that 
the Convention w ould undoubtedly result 
in placing a Presidential ticket in the field 
in 11>02 
The call will be presented to the 
N&iionai A lliance, but will be circulated for 
tiguatnres in the tbirty-six A lliance Btates, 
and perhaps in all the States of the U nion. 
There is considerable indignation am ong 
the correspondents over the failures of the 
P ress i om m iitee, which was to give out 
inform ation, to perform its duty. 
A vigor­ 
ous protest was m ade to President Polk to­ 
day. 
T he policy of the Alliance seems to 
be one of strictest secrecy. 
T he 
N ational 
Colored 
A lliance this 
afternoon discussed a resolution condem n­ 
ing the ection of th e w hite A lliance in 
passing a resolution yesterday in opposi­ 
tion to the federal election, bill, because 
such action has no reference'w hatever to 
th e aim s and purposes of the organization. 
T he opinions expressed were not so m uch 
in favor of the federal election bill as in 
condem nation of th e w hite A lliance for 
going ont of its way to m eddle in politics. 
The resolution will probably be passed to­ 
m orrow . 
A resolution was adopted condem ning 
th e Conger lard bill and prayiDg for the 
passage o f the Pi ddcck pure food bill. 
A t an open session of the N ational A lli­ 
ance to-night, a delegation of the colored 
A lliance was received. 
Several speeches 
w ere m ade, all indicating the leaning of 
th e colored A lliance tow ard a new poli’ical 
p arty . 
Le'cturer Tracy, of tbe w hite A lliance, in 
his speech said, pointedly: 
"Before we 
leave ibis place we m nst establish a polit­

In au g u ratio n o f South C arolina's New 
E xecutive. 
Columbia (S. C.), D ecem ber 4th.—Gov­ 
ernor B C. T ilim an, elected on tbe reform 
ticket composed of F a rm e rs 'A lliance and 
other D em ocrats w ho w anted a change in 
governm ent, was inaugurated to-day in 
tb e presence of a crowd horn all parts of the 
State. 
In his inaugural he referred to

Can 
I not pledge in your behalf that we white 
m en of South C aiolina stand ready and 
w illing to listen kindly to ail reasonable 
com plaints, gram a 11 just rights and safe 
pnvileg: s to those colored people and guar­ 
antee fu'r treatm ent at onr bands. 
"W e v bites have absolute control of the 
State G overnm ent, and we iatettd to retain 
it. 
The intelligent exercise of the right of 
suffrage, at once the highest privilege and 
m ost sacred duty of a citizen, is bsvond the 
capacity of the vast m ajority of colored 
óien. 
W e deuy th at all m en are created 
equal. 
It is uot ¡rue now, and it was not 
true whi n Jefferson wrote it. 
But we can­ 
no t deny th at it is ou r duty to insure to 
every individual, black or w hite, the right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness.” 
It is now believe th at Senator H am pton 
w .ll be befeated by Irby, the T illm an candi­ 
date, for U nited States Senator.

He 
was the eldest son of A dm iral Sir Thom as 
Francis Frem antle. 
H e was born in Lon­ 
don in 1798. and took th e O xford degree in 
1819. 
H e entered P arliam ent from Buck­ 
ingham in 1826, where he represented the 
Conservative interest down to 1846, when 
he became D eputy C hairm an of the Board 
of Custom s. 
H e was subsequently pro­ 
m oted to the C hairm anship, w h’ch he held 
until 1873. 
H e was one of the Secretaries 
of the T reasury under Sir Robert Peel’s 
first snort-lived M inistry in 1834 35, and 
again under his o;d chief in 1841-44, and 
Secretary for W ar in 1844 45. 
H e also held 
the post of Chief Secretary for Ireland d u r­ 
ing the last year of Sir R obert Peel’s ad­ 
m inistration. 
H e was raised to the P eer­ 
age by the title of Baron Cottesioe in Feb 
ruary, 1774. 
Lord Cottesioe (w ho is also a 
B aron of the A ustrian E m pire) m arried, in 
1824, Louisa Elizabeth, eldest daughter of 
the late Sir George N cgent, by w hom he 
had a fam ily o f five sons and six daugh­ 
ters. 
H is eldest son, the H od. T hom as F. 
F rem antle, who was born in 1830, is m ar­ 
ried to a sister of the E arl of Eldon. 


SIR BARNES PEACOCK. 
L ondon, December 4 h.—R ight H o n o r­ 
able Sir Barnes Peacock is dead, aged 
eighty. 
H e was created a Q ueen's Counsel 
in 1850; was a legal m em ber of the S u­ 
prem e Council of Calcutta in 1852; became 
Chief Justice of Calcutta in 1859; w asnom i- 
n a ’ed Vice P/esident of th e Legislative 
Council cf India: received the honor of 
K nighthood and received a fresh appoint­ 
m ent in 1862. under the Act passed in th at 
year, as Chief Justice of the H igh Court of 
Judicature of Bengal. 
H e finally resigned 
his seat on the Calcutta Bench in 1870, and 
was sw orn a Privy Couucilor on his return 
to England in that year. 
In June, 1S72, he 
was appointed a m em ber of the Judicial 
C om m ittee of the Privy Council.
